“POEM DANCING. 


A Peculiar Fad Which Has Become 
a Craze In London. ; 


Dancing masters in London are 
making much money these days. and. 
as a result. are filled with happiness 
and a hope that their remarkable 
season of prosperity be not too fleet- 
ing. It all comes about because of 
the fact that society is, what may be 
termed, dance crazy. At present pic-. 
turesque dancing, expressing a poem, 
& song or an incident is the rage. The 
society belle practices for hours at a 
stretch in her endeavors to express 
through motion the burden of her 
message, Not only must her theme 
be original, but the steps and move- 
ments by which she indicates it must 
be novel and above all poetic. Imi- 
tation is fatal. . 

Playettes are also expressed b 
dancing, three or four friends club- 
bing together to perform them. Some 
excellent results have been achieved. 

Success-does not, however, always 


pursue the steps of the society danc-’ 


ers of dramatic episodes. Some good 
fun has been afforded: by the trip- 
ping of the light fantastic by women 
whose too solid avoirdupois caused 
them, in the middle of some eloquent 
passage, to puff and gasp like a tired 
horse taking a long hill. 

It is not only women who go in for 
the new dancing. Men, curious to re- 
late, have taken -to it with avidity, 
and occasionally with more laughable 
Tesults than those obtained by the 
fair sex. For it is not by any means 
the Adonises who always have a story 
to tell. Often it is the mature, and 
these who are behind the door when 
good looks were being given out, who, 
fantastically arrayed, perform wild 
stampedes or lovesick prostrations. 

Teachers of ‘‘dream” dancing and 
“picture” dancing are cropping up by 
the score. One society woman who 
has taken to teaching her friends, 
she herself having studied in Paris 
and Berlin, is said to be just now 
netting an income something like 
$50,000 a year through lessons. 

As a rule, pupils bring with them 
to their professor the poem or inci- 
dent they wish to express, and the 
teacher finds the movements which 
will best portray the subject. 

When the pupil is perfect and the 
performance takes place, the verse or 
other subject which has inspired the 
performer, printed exquisitely on 
satin or vellum, artistically illumin- 
ated and bearing a photograph cr 
photographs of the dancers, is distri- 
buted among the audience. 

There is a Chinese dance which is 
attracting a great deal of attention. 
It is called the “Chacone,” and is 
danced in Chinese costume. Several 
fond mothers are having their little: 
girls and boys taught the ‘‘Chacone,” 
which is especially effective when per- 
formed by children. 


Caught With a Mousetrap. 


The large black crow of South Africa 
is a tremendous gorger, and he does 
enormous damage to the mealies and 
other crops. 

A sufferer has devised a clever way 
of frightening off these pests. A long 
stake is first firmly planted in the 
earth. A captured crow is then at- 
tached to the stick just above the 
ground. On top of the stake is fixed 
a steel mousetrap. 

The crow, maddened by its unac- 
customed captivity, screams, and 
flaps its wings wildly. Immediately 
any crow in the vicinity who over- 
hears the outcry will fly down and 
settle on top of the stake to gaze 
down—whether in contempt or pity 
is not known—at the prisoner. The 
mousetrap does the rest! 

Thus, one by one, quite an army of 
crows is sometimes caught. Then, 
when .the supply of victims is appar- 
ently exhausted, one. of the prisoners 
is set at liberty; but not until a flap- 
ping rag has been attached to it. 
When it would rejoin its comrades, 
they will have none of it. It becomes 
an outcast, and all the others hound 
it down, entirely deserting the mealie- 
field on doing so. 

But to those who are near the field 
when the stratagem here described is 
being carried out the question occurs: 
Is not the terrible noise the crows 
make too dear a price to pay for the 
saving of many mealies? 


Borneo’s Queer Animals, 


There is no country in the world 
more inviting to the naturalist than 
Borneo, where are found the flying 
squirrels, flying foxes, flying lizards, 
flying frogs, and the natives report 
flying snakes. Among the most noted 
birds is the little swift, Collocalia ni- 
difica. Their nests are eaten by the 
Chinese and are regarded as a great 
luxury. These birds build their nests 
in limestone caves of a glutinous sa- 
liva which they produce from their 
glands. No sticks or any foreign sub- 
Btances are used. The collection of 
these nests is an important industry 
with the natives, though they pay a 
tax on all they take to market. They 
are served at the great feasts of the 
Chinese, especially at: weddings. 


The French Postoffice. 


The French postal system was in- 
augurated in the reign of Louis XI., 
but the first director general was ap- 
pointed by Louis XIV. He farmed the 
office, paying a million francs a year 
for the privilege. This method con- 
tinued until the, revolution, when the 
farmer was abolished, and the control 
was given to ten managers elected by 
universal suffrage. That plan did 
not work very satisfactorily, and the 
office of director general was received 
under the consulate. The office of 
under secretary for post and tele- 
graphs, held by M. Simyan, was first 
created in 1877, abolished in 1878 and 
revived again ten years later.—West- 
minster Gazette. :

The Tale of a Land Company 


A PEACE RIVER SCHEME WHICH DID 
\ NOT WORK-+--TREATED WITH LENIENCY. 


Ottawa, Sept. 30.—The Cana- 
dian Gazette contains a notice of 
the cancellation of an agreement 
between the Government and the 
Peace River Colonization and 
Development Company... This 
Company began life as a plan for 
establishing in the Peace River 
valley a French speaking oleri- 
cally managed company. In 
making the agreement the De- 
partment of the Interior had 
negotiations, among others, with 
Hon. L. P. Brodeur, now Minister 
of Marine and Fisheries, and a 
priest, the Rev. Father J. A. 
Lemieux, was president of the 
Company. In 1900 a reservation 
was made to this company of a 
solid block of sixteen townships, 
odd and even numbered sections 
in the Grand Forks of the Peace 
and Smoky rivera. The terms 
were that the company was to 
locate 50 settlers within three 
years of survey, 100 settlers with- 
in five yeare therefrom, and 100 
settlers in every succeeding five 
years period, until 1,200 had been 
located. A study of this will show 
that the company, by doing the 
minimum work right along, could 
keep the land tied up till. 1959. 
It was to be allowed to buy a 
considerable proportion of the 
land for$1 an acre, payable in 
instalments. 

This parent company handed 
over an option to an American 
Company, the Kent Realty and 
Investment Company, Grand 
Forks, N.D., at $4 an acre. This 
Company sought to sell the lands 
at $7 an acre wholesale or $11 an 
acre retail. Efforts were made to 
sell the lands in the United 
Sates, in England, in France, in 
Belgium, and_ elsewhere ~-in 
Europe. While the Company 
made these efforts in Europe, it 
did nothing in the Peace River 
country. The term set by the 
first agreement expired and 
nothing had been done. The De- 
partment granted a second 
agreement, allowing them to 
October, 1907, to effect the first 
settlement of fifty, and reserving 
the land for 20 years from the 
date of survey. From papers 
submitted by Col. Sam Hughes, 
M.P., who brought the matter up 
in the House, it appeared that 
the Company did make one feeble 
effort, in 1907, to comply with 
the conditions. It sent a party 
out from Edmonton; ‘‘when they 
got them in,’’ said Col. Hughes, 
“the party broke up in a free 
fight, smashing sauce pans and 
frying pans over each others 
heads, and the gentleman who 
brought the party in told them 
that from the start the Company 
knew that they were not going to 
place them on those lands, but 
brought them in order to place 
them on some other lands, as 
they were going to make a deal 
with the Government.’’ 

TheCompany had failed in 1603 
to observe:the terms of the bar- 
gain. It had now in 1907 failed to 
carry out its part of the second 
agreement. _In June, 1908, 
Colonel Hughes ‘drew attention 
in Parliament to the leniency with 
which it was being treated, and 
Mr. Oliver said that the Depart- 
ment was moving towards can- 
cellation. 

Now in September the inipet- 
uous and rapidly moving De- 
partment has effected the can- 
cellation. The episode has lasted 
nine years and two months from 
the date of the first order in 
council; or over ten yearsin all.

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J. M. Douglas Carries Lib. 
Convention by One Vote. 


PARTY STANDS BY OLO POLICY OF OTTAWA 
CONTROLLING PUBLIC DOMAINS. 


———e 


Wetaskiwin, Sept. 30.—One of 
the stormiest conventions held by 
the Liberal party in Alberta was 
that held here today and which 
nominated J. Douglas, president 
of the board of trade, Strathcona, 
against the combined forces of 
the south. It was the south 
against the north, and Douglas 
won out by the narrow margin of 
one vote. The situation was 
thoroughly canvassed last night 
and this forenoon. The northern 
delegates dropped Mills late last 
night, they finding it impussible 
to secure the number of sup- 
porters necessary to carry the 
convention against either Dr. 
Robertson or T. Womey. Then 
they switched on to Douglas, and 
upon him they obtained a solid 
north. 


SOUTH DIVIDED. 


Early in the day the south was 
hopelessly divided. A. S. Roson- 
roll had mace a vigorous cam- 
paign, but he was outvoted, 
knifed by his own party at the 
last moment. There are rumors 
tonight that he will run as 
Independent Liberal, providing 
no Conservative enters the field. 

There were 174 delegates 
present, and 16 were putin nomi- 
nation, of whom 10 stood, the 
others gracefully retiring,accord- 
ing to prior’ arrangements. 
Strenuous efforts had been made 


to secure more withdrawals but 
the efforte were unavailing. — | 

The proceedings of the conven~ 
tion were animated in the ex+ 
treme and. compliments ; were 
freely exchanged across © the 
floor. Several] ballots were taken, 
and the victims, one by one 
dropped out, until finally only 
two stood... Mr.. Douglas and 
Mayor Twomey of Camrose. 
When the ballot on these names 
were taken the result stood 86 to 
85. The nomination was upon 
motion of Mr. Twomey and sec- 
onded by A. L. Marks, Leduc, 
made-unanimous. 

A feature of the convention 
was the sharp turndown given 
the milk-warm policy of Mr. 
Telford, M.P., and A. L. Marks 
with respect to asking the assis- 
tance of the federal. government 
to build roads in Aloerta through 
grants ofland. The convention 
decided to stand by the old policy 


of Alberta being without her

DEMAND FOR A CONVENTION TO CONSIDER — 
THE PARTY'S ATTITUDE ON THE SUBJECT. 


Ottawa, Sept. 30.—A demand 
for a convention of the Conserv- 
ative party has recently been 
made by the Toronto News. It 
follows up this by urging the 
Conservative party thorougly to 
consider its attitude to the tariff. 

“It is denounced,’’ said the 
News, ‘‘as the party of high pro- 
tection, while certainly as much 
protectionist support goes to the 
Government ag to the Opposition. 
There is reason to think that Lib- 
erals are decisively in the major- 
ity in the Canadian Manufac- 
turers’ Association. In its whole 
attitude towards the tariff, the 
Government, not, perhaps, so 
much through the statements of 
Ministers as through the utter- 
ances of its journalistic mouth- 
pieces, is an organized hypocrisy. 
The design of these newspapers 
is to hold the low-tariff element 
for the Government, while the 
Government itself legislates for 
the support of protectionists.”’ 

After alluding to the history of 
the Liberal party on the tariff 
question, the News continues:— 
“It is manifest that in Canada 
we have unly a moderate tariff. 
Generally the West is opposed to 
extreme protection, and there is 
still a certain low tariff sentiment 


in .the rural constituencies of |* 


Ontario and in the Eastern Prov- 
inces. These facts Conservatives 
understand, and they know that 
if their leaders should secure 
office at the next election there 
would be no general increase of 
duties. There probably would be 
a reduction gf duties equal to 
any that will be mdde vy repres- 
entatives of the Libera] party. 

While the Conservative party, 
like the Liberal party, believes a 
measure of protection to be 
necessary for Canada, it does not 
propose, in case of success in the 
constituencies, to raise the 
duties ‘above the figures at which 
they now stand. As the Liberal 
party has adopted the old Con- 
servative policy, and become a 
protectionist party, the Con- 
sepvatives should ‘‘take the tariff 
out of politics’’ by making their 
meaning so plain that they scan- 
not henceforth be represented as 
the ‘“‘hirelings of the manufac- 
turers.’?’ The Government press 
should not be permitted to con- 
tinue its appeal to low tarriff sen- 
timent against the Conservative 
party, while the Government, by 
its actual legislation, conceded 
the demands of the great body of 
manufacturers.”’

self wounded. The Rev. W. P. Low, 
who has for some: years been working 
among the Guaris, happened to be at 
Minna when the news came in. He 
wags hurrying down to the coast on’ his 
way home, having only reached Minna 
that day from his ‘station at Kuta, 
from which place the wounded doctor 
had sent his despatch. Mr. Low in- 
stantly. volunteered to go to Kuta to 
render any aid possible to the sur- 
vivors, and also to use his influence 
with the people. This he did imme- 
diately. 

Mr. Low spent 12, hours in Kuta, 
and, having assured himself of -the 
loyalty .of the townspeople, resumed 
his journey to the coast. Picking up 
a construction train on the way back, 
he just caught his steamer, but was 
nearly” drowned in a native canoe 
when going down the Niger. He met 
the punitive force under Maj. Wil- 
liams, consisting of 150 men, with a 
Maxim, on its way to the scene of the 
ambush. The ill-fated police party had 
started from Kuta only a few hours 
before it was attacked. In consisted 
of Lieut. Vanrenen, Capt. Stone, a 
doctor, a European sergeant, and 30 
police. Accompanying the force was 
the Chief of Gussoro. Its object. was 
to march to Gussoro, and there rein- 
state the chief, who, for his loyalty to 
the British, had been compelled to 
leave his town. For two months 
previously it was reported that the 
Guaris had been making poisoned. ar- 
rows, and had declared that they 
would oppose the return of the chief. 
It was not thought that the people 
would attack, but as a measure of 
precaution, Maj. Williams’ force had 
been held itt readiness at Kuta, ‘in 
case of trouble. 

When the attack was made, how- 


ever, the telegraph line was down. |- 


Lieut. Vanrenen had only proceeded 
for a few miles when he was com- 
pletely overwhelmed by a force of 
some ‘600 natives, who surrounded 
the party in the thick bush. A dead- 
ly fire of poisoned arrows, at short 
range, was poured upon the British, 
Lieut, Vanrenen being at once killed, 
his body falling in the long grass. The 
‘doctor was also wounded by poisoned 
arrows, and 11 -police were ~ killed. 
Whatever formation was possible was 
attempted, but the heavy and well- 
Girected fire completely disorgani£ed 
the remainder of the police, who fled. 
Capt Stone, with great gallantry, went 
back to try and recover his chief’s 
body, but was uneuccestful, the  re- 
mains being subsequently found by 
the punitive force and buried on the 
spot. The surviving Europeans man- 
aged to find their way.back to Kuta 
by hiding in the bush in order to 
avoid the enemy, who pursued them. 
The.punitive expedition had some stiff 
fighting, but they inflicted. severe pun- 
ishment on the Guaris, and burnt 
their town There were no losses on 
the British side. The Gusoro chief 
was at first reported killed, but he 
succeeded in making good his escape.
